Research Proves Fallacy of 
Theory Potstoes Cause

This was the advice given by Dr 
Mikkel Hindhede of Denmark In an 
address at Columbia university here. 
Doctor Hindhede was food adminis: 
trator of his native country during 
the war and is known us the Herbert 
Hoover of Denmark, Te is a selentist 
whose reseurches into food values 


have given him world-wide fame, 
The person who sald that a fat man 
potato 


was one of earth's 
most polgnant 
tragedies, accord: 
Ing to Doctor

ery Hind "If Americans 
UCC would eat five 
times more potatoes,” sald Doctor 


Hindhede, “there would be less Hlnes 
in the naton and the death rate would 
be matertally reduced, There Is no more 
reason for abstalning from eating po 
tatoes than for cutting meat off the 
menu. Potatoes ure 75 per cent wa 
fer, As part of a balanced diet, they 
do not cause corpulency. 

“Potutoes have us many enlories as 
meut, butter, and enes but less of vit 
fiiine A, Too much vituinine A pro- 
duess stugcishness and lessens resist 
anee to disouse. Too much of this 
viteriine consumed In food by chil 
dren cnuses tonsilitis, eezema, en 
larged glinds, and aenemia.” 

Denmark is one of’ the great dairy 
ing countries of Murope, Doctor Hind 
hede pointed out, but practically all 
Danich farmers, he said, export thelr 
butter to England and serve mur 
sarine on the fuimlily table. 

“The people of Denmark eat about 
@ half as much butter as Americans 
“nd nearly twenty thes as much mar 
gurine,”’ said Doctor Hindhede, “and 
the Danes are celebrated for thel 
health and sturdiness, The death rate 
in Denmark from tuberculosis, various 
forms of kidney diseases, and other 
ailments due primarily to tmproper 
diet is about 80 per cent less than the 
death rate from similar causes in the 
United States.” 

Doctor Hindhede illustrated his lec 
ture with 100 charts explanatory of 
his experiments In Denmark to de 
termine an adequate ration for chil 
dren and adults. He showed pictures 
of adults in a perfect state of health 
after living for a year on nothing bul 
potatoes and vegetable margarine. 

“If you want to tind out what rats 
cun live on best, you should expurl 
ment with rats," he sald. “If you want 
to find out what human beings cun 
live on best, you should experiment 
with human beings.” 

During his stay in this country, Doe 
tor Hindhede lectured before a num 
ber of universities und sclentific bod 
jes, He spoke before the Depart 
ment of Agriculture in) Washington 
and was entertained at a luneh 
eon at which were present Con 

tontin Brun, Danish minister to the 
Vulted States, Dr Ll. W. Wiley, inter 
ieionally known nutrition expert, and 
Sssistunt Secretury of Agriculture 
Lenick W. Dunlap.

tri¢ lights. The property is now well 
worth $10,000.00, and IS PAID FOR, 
There are thirty inmates in the Home, 
and they are eared for comfortably 
and ave happy. These dear old peo- 
ple need our help, and the way Cof- 
foe County is taking eave of them re- 
ceives favorable comment all over 
Alabama. There is no oxtravaganee 
as you may have heard. The keeper 
of the Home furnishes all the wood 
and fuel and soap and washing and 
the food and prepares aud serves the 
same and takes care of them with 
tonderest nursing’ when sick and keeps 
the Tlome and home life sanitary and 
Gean—all for the SMALL SUM OF 
50 CENTS A DAY EACH, Such a 
record of economy is not execeded by 
any County in Alabam» The board 
is an average of any Boarding House 
any where. The Home is not PO- 
LITICALLY CONDUCTED, It is 
Strictly a BUSINESS anid CHARITA- 
BLE Institution for our needy poor. 
COURT HOUSES AND JAILS. 

The two Court Houses in Coffee 
County are fire-proof buildings and 
public records and documents are 
made safe from disasters of fire. 
They rank ahead of the average 
County in value and commode and 
convenicnee, In 1924 the Court 
House at Mnterprise was destroyed by 
fire, but was re-built with the insu- 


rance, making the building rate a 
$60,000, while the Court House at 
Mlba was enlarged and remodeled and 
made as good as new, making it rate 
us a $75,000.00 structure. For the 
next forty to fifty years these build- 
ings will meet all demands of the 
County. The jail addition at Enter- 


prise Court House is a distinct im- | 


provement, and the Jail at Elba has 
becn repaired and improved to good 
condition, In publie buildings Coffee 
County is now well equipped for ad- 
ministration purposes and offices and 
Courts and the due administration of 
the law. These public improvements 
are the pride of this administration. 

RECORD OF PROGRESSIVE 

SERVICE. 

In speaking of the Coffee County 
Health Unit, Dr. S. W. Welch, our 
State Health Officer, said: “The splen- 
did results of the efforts to control 
typhoid fever alone have more than 
justified the appropriation. Fifty- 
three per cent of the population of 
Cotfee County has been immunized 
awainst typhoid fever during the ex- 
istenee of the unit and the death rate 
has been cut down seventy-five per 
cont. This reeord has not been 
equalled by any County in Alabama, 
and T do not believe it has been 
equalled by any cross section of the 
population of the world as large as 
that of Coffee County. ,...
